4 1SS]ONARILS of all societies fool the neod of such mon and 
the time hag come for us to considor the question ‘ Itow 
aro we to get them? Some scoreties havo already held 
their centenaly Ono hundiod years hive passed away 
since the Church began to send the gospel to the heathen Duning that 
time many doors of usefulness have been thiown open to the agents of 
all socioties , many lessons have also been learned and we who have 
entered upon the second century of missionay work, me thankful thas 
the doois are mote and wider than eye: and wo are as thankful for tho 
oxpoiience gained in the past This 1s 2 heritage that should not bo 
despised = It has been gained ata great costof men and money of deop 
thought and much suffering, of many prayers and gicat self-sacufieo, 
“Many expo.ments hava heen tied and dofimte satisfactory vast Its hivg 
boen obtained ‘Those results should bo ou starting pomts for tho 
tulure We have been taught what we should do if wo hope to cay on 
ow. work (o a suecesstul insuc , 1b 16 our duty to profit by the mstiuetion 
given Dungeons rocks and shoals have boon meiked out 1b18 nob 
nocess uy that wo should again provo then exis enco by ro¢klessly m- 
ourmg frosh disasters Two lessons have boon thoroughly lcarncd by 
all, viz , that ‘ the gospel 19 the powor of (fod unto salvation m India 
as well as ab home, and that native agonoy is wn nocessity But 1b 1a nok 
certain that thoro 13 as unsyors wl well-grounded a knowledge and beliot 
in any other of the many lessons taught hy the past I say “univerent,” 
for we havo here to think of the Inowledgo and opimons of those that 
at home outicise and direct our act ons hero 
Tho gospel must be made known native agents must ho o nployer 
to he its heralds. upon thess two pomts allnre agecd, but whon wo 
considor the quality of the agents to be employed, it 18 nob cartain Unit 
‘unanimity of opinion continues to cxist. Theorolieally we may approach 
“one another m opmion, practioally we diverge vory considerably ‘Thy 
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righteousness needs continual supphis of th: gentleness and shonyth 
of Chist, . 

The difficulties that haya to he overcome ae gront bub the are 
now more encowagements than thera used to be Through the teaching 
of the Surptures im mission schools and zananas and through the dis. 
tribution of religious books and ti vets as well as oy the dost teachme 4 
of the huth, we hnewledgo of the word of God has buen duiscnunated 
through many parts of the county, but owing bo the imequal distabu- 
tion of labourers, 16 hus beon made hebbor kiawnin some parts of the 
country, and even im some parts of the same distict, than 1.1 others So 
that while in some plices many ae fummla with the tiuth, im others ab 
ishttle known Wohave then moqualities im social position and advant- 
ages, in natwal abilty and educational attunoimtis andi the nature 
and depth of religious knowledge ‘Lhese are, and will yet become still 
more, mppoitant factors to be tuken mto account, for ull om native 
agents ae so numerous that men can be sub apart for special lands of 
work, tho efficient evangehst will bo the mw that can adapt hi npelf to 
the different sets of cncumstances in which July, ho finds himsolf 
placed and who at the same timo draws from tho fountain of Diving 
supply “giace for grace xecording to his daily nocd — thut ha may not 
be overcome or rendored mdifforent and caroless by the morta of caste, 
the callousness of sensibility or their moral obiruseness ; for then idola. 
tious practices, their superstitious beliefs thew immorality, and them 
profound ignorance of the true natme of God, of sin, and of then duty 
to themselves and others, fom a triple coat mound then consciences 
that prevents the entrance of the truth of Cod into ther hearts, Pio» 
gross has been mada in impressing men and loading thom to the “inow- 
Jodge of the truth as 1b 13 in Jesus’ but much very much, has yot to 
be done hefore India is won for Chist, 'To bunzall mon to Lis frot wo 
need im every part of the field tho wise mon thebenn win souls, the 
“workmen that need not to be ashamed 
ieee Tm Work ro Be Doni, 

Dxpressed in & phiaso it is to make known tho gospcl of salvation, 
‘This expression is very simple in sliuctwe, but rt deserhes a work full 
of detaila , 1618 easily said, but the work ia very dificult to porform a 
right ‘ 

The cyangelist has fast to preach the gospel tg the heathen, We 
has to make 16 known to ther just as they avo, just as he meets them mn 
the sheets or in thei houses, To Muhammadans and Hindus of overy 
caste and religious sect, educated or not he has to speak of sim andy 
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Saviour, and to do 1 ma way that will athact and not repel, ‘This 
terching must therefore be adapted to the knowledge and ow wity of his 
hearers 

. Phe acute mmded Brahman whose studies and knowledge ontitle 
hun to w place among the diserples of a Hindu sehool of rel gor s thought, 
gm a dilfarcné mental stvte for heuing tic tiuth hom tho Panah, 
whose thoughts seldom ise above the Loutine of datly life, The mw 
whose mind recerves fresh idew and stimulus fom the monthly sionals 
that come from Emope and Amezice must hive the truth presented to 
him in a chiferent wry fom the man whose thoughts me limited to tha 
ranve of his vernaculu sndies These distinctions ue muked bub 
there we others quite as definite The mass of thogo round us have 
thew moral n viuies anc their rehgious sonsibhties protected uguimst the 
truth of Chiist by the hard crust of conventional ideas produced by 
haditional teaching and by the sen vices of the tumple and tho mosque A$ 
the Christian advocate tues to 1each the hea §, he finds aayod »gunsh 
him as protect ve buriers the doetines of fa ¢, of trans nigiation, of the 
use of sacod ashes &e , and no progress towmds the ne. citadel can 
be made till these ae removed Then there we some who me dissabis- 
fied with the rehig ous practices of thar forefithas wd nughbows, and 
who are m a state of umest This may have been produced by ovcu- 
sional glinpses of the 1calns of fiuth lying beyond the sphere of estah- 
hghed hehefs cat shtwhen creumstances broug it bcm to cancst though 
about the present and the fabwie ot it has beon nought about by the 
religions met uchon rceervod m musyion suhools or fiom Chistian publi- 
vations Such men have been seized tpon by some truth and thoy om 
fin 1 10 1086 bill they yicld to 1b ‘They cuimot bohove what thea fore 

fathers heleved and yet they can give no sutisfactory 2cuson for thar 
disboliof They are wrostlng with thoy know not whik When the 
syangclist mcets with such, he has to ho an mteipoter of bhoughts in 
the an,” he has to ho m sympathy with the onward movement of re~ 
ligious thought and fechug, he hag to place h inself im contact with their 
inner ichgioug lilc that he may so present the uth that the inéellectuad,

has often to wouk far fiom sustummng Chustiin nfluences and exposed 
to temptations and tuals that are hard to endive and ho needs all the 
help that a mind and hoart stored with knowledge and e\p niencs and 
animated by the Spuit of God can impart to him = We need not dwall 
any longer upon this part of ou subject, but hefore we go on to the 
next theie must be montioned anothe: umpoitant dep lment for which 
well-c due vticd men aio wanted and that is to hacome torches mn middle 
elass schools and high class schools wd colloges

any such question, for we own get under chy o ty imple tor ob oly 
children of six 01 soven yeus of ago bub youns men hitween the ases 
of £6 and 22, and that not only ones a wook bub on five on six days a 
week. Perhaps there 13 some mysterious viituo that atten Is b10 teach. 
“ing of v Soupture lesson for hulf an how on a Sunday that cannot pos 
smbly attend 1b when taught fo1 an hom on a Monday o1 a Wodnesday 
or psthaps Serpture tiuth 1s more oflicacious when taugh’ once & weer 
than when tought five or six times a week, Th may bo so and many of 
‘our friends at home seem to think that it 19 so, but personally T hwe 
not been able to discover it, To my wn-mystical mmd tho toxching of 
God s trath for five or six hours a week for twolve or fomtoon yous Lonse- 
sutively under good teachers is likely Lo be moto inskiu vontal m extend. 
ing God's kingdom here than teaching 1b ouce w week fo whottt half an: 
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hour for five or six yoars In our mission schools and colleges we have 
lads from six years of age to ages .anging between 18 and 22, wader 
daily, systematic Bible instruction, but one thing is still needed wiz., 
men compatent to teach the Scripture lesson proporly in each class 

The Christian teachor must be able to explain coriectly the portion 
youd , and the lessons learned should he earnestly and wisely onforsed, 
But before he can teach othors he must himeel. be taught, he must have 
been tamed in the corlect mothod of studying tho Soriptures, have bean 
inapired with a love for them and a senso of than importance and subli- 
mity and thus be led to prepare his Serpture l2sson oven more caotully 
than any other he has to teach, There has long been a prevalont opinion 
that any young man or woman who 1s a member of a church and hag 
passed any of the examinations required by the educational department 
ig compotent to teach the Sortpiunes to any class. This 1s aradical mig- 
take, A Travancoie missionary, who gave 1 great dew of attention to 
the establishment of schools, used to say that a tou around his schoola, 
had upon hin the same effect as puting a mustad plaster upon a raw 
place ‘Ihe most painful experience I have had im school work has been 
folk when listening to native pastors teach ng a Sc1ptme lesson This 
ought not to be ‘The classes of om schools and colleges otfer one of the 
most promising fields for ovangelistic work that one can desne, and they 
would be .eally the most fruitful af every clas3 hid a properly trained 
Christian teacher, +¢, a teachor tramed to toach Chistian truth Tha, 
churches should see to it that adequate provision ts mado to give this 
Weming. Missionary educational work has becn often most sovacly 
and most unmtelhgently oriticised and no par. of tt has bzen sa much 
vondomned as the scarcity of Chustian teachers, but our cutics have 
nevor asked tha question —Gan & suficient nuinbot of afticiant Cheustian 
teachors be got? Have anangements been mule for training thom to 
be trustworthy teachers of the Soriptmes? If 19) what must be dona? 
The churchos should avousc thomselves and wsk questions hke those, 
and them pohoy should be direoted by the answois given, Tho Govah- 
ment, fully alive to the wants of the country in ils upward progressive 
course, have heen raising the standard of tho q tulhfieation of teachers 
dill none but highly edueatad and normally tuned msn neod apply for 
a vacancy ina school, But nothing has been done to provide in the 
aame way for the hotter Christian instrnotion of our pupils ‘The Seripturea 
are the most importint lesson fought in our schools, and 1¢ should ba 
seen to that they aro perfectly taught. 
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the most fastidious will not be offended He should be familmr with 
the ordinmy vernacular olassics and religious works, and hs should be 
able in dealing with a quotation, to give the special moaning of the 
mote difficult words and the sense of the whole stanza, And such 
quotations aro often useful to llustrate a Christian uth or to answer an 
objection .nised , for although among scholais a stntemcent taken hom 
a vernaculm work caries little woight with 14, yet to a promigotong 
auchence a suitable stanza fom a rospected poct, when oxplained, hag 
n decided fluence with many, andif ws quotvion 1s met by anothor 
from the same auther o1 ono of equal authority tho interest of all in the 
discussion will be increased and a moro favowable reception will be 
given to what has beon said o1 may afterwards be said But this com.

me aro not speedily gained even by the nativos Years of close pationt 
study must be given to them befoic they can be so mastered that they 
will be always ready for use Along with this knowledge of the vernn. 
cular a good command of English 1s a necessity , for 14 1 only by its 
means that an evangelist can make uso of the only theolozical works 
that will be of assistance to him in his work. Commontanes and other 
works on biblical subjects and Christian dogmatios, as well as useful 
books in gencral literatue, me available only im tho Hnglish language, 
and it 15 only through its use that he can continue his studies and keep 
himself fully equipped fo. the many demands of tho work he had to do: 
Now this Imowledge of the vomnacula: and Bnglish, a8 wollas the ele. 
ments of general knowledge requisite to fib an evangelist for his work, 
‘oan be got only in the classes of a. well-oquipped college The Matiisula- 
tion standard 1s not sufficient. What is nocded 1s such o mastery of 
these Iangunges that they can be 1endily use, and this can he attain 
.ed only by such a course of study and under such teachers as x college 
supplies ~The work to be done calls for mon who with other qualfien 
tions have succeeded in passing the Umvaisity F. A. and B.A oxamina 
tions It cannot be persistently and successfully camied on wi h monof 
Jower altaniments The uneducated or partigly eduoatod man who hag 
felt the saving power of Christ may be able to toll others of what God 
hns done for him, and do it in such » way ag to awaken thoh intorost, 
and he may even lend some to Christ, but to do all the work of an 
evangelist as it should be done for twenty or thnty yous in the lace of 
Wonstant opposition requires men of proved ability and of Jngh aulture 
ag well as of Christian character. :

Poets are born not made,’ and every man that 38 & momber of 
the Chistian church 13 nob » “ boin provwher ' Yet, although few 
possess all the gifts of a succossful evangehst 1618 ow duty to remove 
nny obstacles that provent suitable men offering themsclves forthe sor 
vice of God in this crpacity, und such obstacles do exist Thoy me 
chiefly of a pecuniuy character, for thoy are (1) diesatisfaction with 
the monthly pay offered and with (2) no prospect of a pension There 
are two other matters which put right will also assist us in geting the 
vight class of men These will bo mentioned n due course, This whole 
question must be looked at and treated in a busmess manna. Tharo is 
hard, important work to be done in an mtelhgont aud systematic man+ 
nor It will not be completed in om lifetrme noi in that of the genera- 
tion following, and fiom now till its completion whenovor that may bo, 
there will be an ever grow ng demand for tho oxorcse of abihty and 
veal of the wise workman Tho wok to be done noods those thné can 
persistently put forth well duected energios, und itis for the church to see 
that these are got, and whon employed that they are propa ly support 
ed while they are faithful in the dischargo of thon duties Quostions 
about the existence o: absence of the spit of sclf-sacufico must not 
intiude thomselves heie to push aside the priaciple of equity What the 
shiich has now to consider,1s not, Whatis the highoat possible principle 
that should influence » young man 1n offermg himself for mission work? 
but 1619 this, Whatas it that has hitho to dom vod missionary societios of 
the services of the best young monn ow ohuichos? Thisis the question 
we have to deal with, and tho answor when found should bo tho starting 
point of x now policy for tho futwo This answo then has beon given 
Thoy have not offered thomeelvas heaauae they have been cisentistiod with, 
among other things, tho financial prospect sot before thom ,the details 
of which are

These considerations and methods of look’ng ab Clitatian work tn 
the future will be considciod by some to be “morconary” aud “ un. 
spintual’ Thoy ought rathor to be looked at as based on common senga 
and Christ's express tonchmg ‘Tho hve of the Inbouvor’’ of all kinds 
hag a very definite plico m Goda legislauye onietments, and horefog 
Zt is a subject thet hes nem to the heat of Christ, and wo con study it 
aright only when sitting at Tis feot The first thmg to be settled is that 
each evangelist should be certain of getting monthly a smitablo rate of 
pay on a graduated incrcasmg scale 


Details are hero out of place The relation betweon income and ox. 
penditme varies so much with locality that each Socioty must diaw up 
its own scale and the apphcation of 1f may vary in the same local Com- 
mittee, All that can be done here is to suggost the lines on which aseale 
should be drawn up 

Tt is here suggested that 

1 The rato of pay should differ with qualifications. A gaduate 
should be better pud than one who is not 

2. A married man should get more than a single man of his grade. 

8. The minnnum pay should not he vory high, yet, with due economy, 
it should be sufficient to moot all necossary wants, so that he can do hig 
work without anxioty 

4, The vate of pry should be subject to x porlodical increase to gras 
duates say cf Rs 10 and io others of Ra & per mensem The firet ine 
orease to be paid at tho ond of thies years, and the others at the ond of 
every five years until graduates got a maximum of Rs. 100 par monsom 
and ofhers’Rs 60 or 60. per mensem. ‘Tho maximum would be reached 
aftor about 26 years scivico, There should bea certmn prospect of a 
pension The best worker must at Inst confess thathe can work no longer. 
Birength, howeyor great, will yield to infirmities, The desire to work, 
howevar intense, must at some time remain unsatisfied tach worker 
must yield his place to anéther and be Iai aside unfit for further native 
Ysbour, Bit when old age, ox physical mahihty, brings to an end a 
long period of usoful work, the agent should be geporously dealt with. 
Justice makes this claim upon the Church just as it does upon the Go- 
‘Vernment, end makes it all the hiore uigently that thiough the yours 
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spent m active service its agents have been receiving monthly a bare coma 
potency It has not been m his power to save much Tf ho has honestly 
paid his way, he has done all that could be expected of hun, and he hag 
in doing so sot a useful example of self-denial and economy to the rost 
of his counkymon If he gots paid on a giaduated mereasing scala 
an increasing expanditae has to be met. Lhe period cal rise in the cost 
of livmg thot scams to ba a necessmy condition of things owing to oa 
cagional famines, & and the cost of dducation which is gieator with 
exch periodical elevation m the scule of foes, aro likely to keop pace with, 
tho increage of saluy, so that even if tre pay now given 18 improved it 
cannot be expected that our agents can save any considerable sum— 
nothing of all adequate to take the place ofa pension Therefore thosa 
he has faithfully served should see to 1b tha, when he can no longox work 
he 1s still provided fo. By that time his dally expenditme will be less 
than 16 was as his ehildion will have been provided for, and so 2 moiety 
of his pay will be sufficient to keep him comfortable. 

Those are the two chief things to be attended to but they are not 
all The experience of the past has taught us that there are others In 
addition to this it should be the case that cach well-tiamed ageut should 
stand ma definite and close relation to the Comnnttee as woll as to 
the missionary whom he 18 assisting 

As candidates for mission work they shoukt be examinea by the 
Committes before they enter: upon then theologic u course , dung their 
period of study their character and thon progress in study should bo un+ 
der the supervision of tha Commitica; if at the termmation of ther 
studios they satisfy the Committee of then fitness for work, each sludont 
that 1s approved of should get a cortificnto f om the Committee express- 
ing this approval aud sanctioning him to be employed us an ovangolist ; 
and dung tho time thoy mae in active service thoy should be under the 
Committeo and not only under the mdividual mssionary Bvory agent 
should algo have « ootainty of employment dwing good condust and. 
futhtul sdrvice. 

Te should feel that so long as he does his woik conscientiously, he 
will not ‘3¢ able to he dismissed Lhe Ghurch should detemmme that 
the men employed shall bo mamtamed and that adequate funds will he 
fortheomnig every yen. to cnable the local Committees to maintain thelr 
existing staff, af not,to Incienso1t ~=They should not be liable to dis~ 
misga] ot ba subjected 16 any very important change m the work except 
by the decision of the Commities “Mimy men many minda,” ix 
proved to be trae in the mission fold as waltas at home The seal of, 
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new comeis is also provorbial, but 16 18 not always duected by wisdom 
or prudence, arid to the fresh mmpressionable minds changes m mothodg 
af work and also of agenis suggest themselves as advantageous betore q 
sufficient oxporience has been gained to enable them to form nm sound 
judgment os to the advisability ot necessity af tha changes, and so 
changes aie sometimes made to be afierwards :egietiod But the mig. 
chief 1s done, and good useful agents suffor from the prooipitate action, 

Able men disapprove of such uisks, and oven those in nussion employ 
knowmg that such changes may tuke placo will not allow their sons to 
become mission agents. — 

Que sugyestivls yet Letnadus to ou duu ‘ua necessity of a higher 
asa of evangelists 1s gene uly acknowledged Tlis imphes that thig 
class of men are to receive + high class education in secular subjocts and 
then 1 proper theological trasmmg The cost of the latter has always 
come out of the funds of the respective Societies, bus that of the former 
2, of the secular course has had to be dofrayod by thafnonds af the 
sudent It has to be considered if somathing cannot be done by So- 
cioties to help promising young mon to pass through the classos of ou 
colleges, Considoumg the need there 1s for highly educated men and alao 
the high rate of fees, &o,, m colloge classes, 14 seems to be a right thing 
that Societies should out of their general funds, assist promising earnest 
Christian young men to pursue the studies fll they graduate 

Tne members of the nutive chuch, includig ow native agents, are 
ag minle too poor to give theiv sons 2 collego course Tt 19 thovofore 
inoumbent upon the constituents of Societies to consilor if the cost of 
the eduantion of suitable mon while in college, 18 nol ws legthimato an 
item of expenditure as that of the theological course Ttmay bo dehayed 
from the general funds or fom special fund raised for the purpose, 
The guardians of each student should do what they can, but the supple- 
ment needed or the whole cost, where required, should be freely giantod. 
Tn all these suggestions 16 18 supposed that m the cas? of cach applicant 
evory effort will be made to ascortain that he 1s a sincerc earnest Chrig- 
tian man and one that by the gift of spuitual giacos as well as by 
natural ability scems to be called of God to this work The presonas of 
tkeae qualifications should be consetcntiously tested, and only wha 
they me truly believed to be should the grant asked for be given, but it 
should ba awarded where they are found to exist. 

A serious difiiculty has here to be faced and 16 fhust be enaounterod 
with unwavering fiunmess, while ib should not be considered to he insur, 
mountable. It is this, and it has been suggested by experience }—Afior 
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a young man his reco1ved his sucular taming at the cost of his Socioty, 
what guaanteo is there that he will enter upon his theologicnl couse ? 
and after he has finished his theological couse what guarantee 16 there 
that he will not jom anothe: Socioty which may be prepwed to offa am 
whigha. minimum salary than ins own Society will do? 

. These questions have boon suggested by the conduct of Chustian 
young mon who have acted dishonow vbly im the past, yome from then 
own want of honow, and some trom the ybsence of tm thon guu dans. 
Tt 1s not easy to guaid against conduct of this and The sonse of honour 
rh tho presence of emoluments and position 15.30 low m the Chustian 
Church, and the mssionaies of some Societies aie so 1eady to take men 
fiom other Societies even against the earnest protest of those that sutlet 
that there appears to be only one icmedy left, and it 18 to mako onch 
applicant and Ins guardians, before they roceve pecumary holp, sign 
a stamped agreoment that tho young man will go though the whole 
course prescribed and will then serve his Society fo. a speorfied number 
of years according 1o the usual scale of suluies o that all the monoy 
spent on his education, &c, shall be refunded with a cerlam timo 
after the contract 19 broken under tho penalty of bung logally piosocul- 
ed for its 1ecovery. This 1s a severe proposal, but some protection of the 
kind 1s necessary. 

To the question invainbly asked when mo vy 16 unde) consider
